It  was,  age  of  Western  Merchants, 
not  to  be  anticipated  that  this  system,  in  all  its 


parts  would command  unanimous  approbation; 
and  accordingly  one  or  two  of  its  provisions 
have  been  the  subject  of  some  animadversion. 

It  has  been  objected,  that  the  vacation  is  loo 
long,  and  that  it  would  he  better  to  divide  it 
between  different  parts  of  the  year.  The  en- 
tire period  of  vacation  is  less  'in  this  college 
than  in  any  other  whose  bv-laws  the  Trns- 
trees  have  had  an  opportunity  of  examining. 
It  was  considered  preferable"  to  assign  the 
whole  ofit  to  the  warm  months  ofthe  summer 
and  September,  when  a certain  degree  of  re- 
luxation  is  necessary,  than  to  appropriate  anv 
portion  of  it  to  the  winter,  the  lyiost  favorable 
season  for  intense  study.  Nor  will  the  time  he 

lost  by  the  industrious  Student, lrhow-iH  employ 
it  in  a review*  of  his  past  studies,  in  prepara- 

tions  fir  the  future,  & in  acquiring  ornamental 
accomplishments.  The  practice  varies,  in  this 
respect,  in  other  coffeges,  accordingto  the  pe- 
culiar condition  of  the  society  where  they  hap. 
pen  to  he  situated.  In  William  and  Mary  the 
vacation,  much  longer  than  it  is  here,  is  alto- 
gether in  the  summer  and  early  part  ofthe  fall. 
The  trustees,  in  all  the  regulations  which  they 
nave  adopted,  having  had  the  object  constant- 
ly  in  view  of  rendering  the  University  useful 
and  respectable,  will  not  fail  to  change  this  or 
Nny  other  regulation  which  shall  be  found  in- 
compatible  witii  that  Object,  or  contrary  to  the 
wishes  ofthe  public,  whose  convenience  they 
" ill  he  always  anxious  to  consult  and  promote. 

I'hcy  have  afforded  an  evidence  ofthis  dispo- 
sitmn  by  repealing  the  requisition,  upon  stu- 
dents  entering  iti  advanced  classes,  to  pay  the 
tuition  fees  incident  to  tne  previous  classes. 

The  rule  which  requires  the  performance  of 
divine  Service  at  least  once  every  Sabbath  in 
ftie  chapel  ofthe  University,  has  also  been  the 
subject  of  some  observations.  It  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms;  ‘It  shall  be  the  duty  ofthe  I’re. 
siden  , or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  profes- 
sors, to  perform  divine  service,  on  evejy  Sab- 
bath, at  least  once,  in  the  Chapel  ofthe  Uni- 
versity, to  such  officers  and  students  as  may 
choose  to  attend’  and  it  is  particularly  enjoin- 
ed upon  the  stu'dehts  to  attend  public  worship 
somewhere  on  the  Sabbath.”  It  will  he  seen 
that  it  is  permanent;  exclusively  applicable  to  ■ 
no  existing  incumbent;  and  entirely  optional ! 
on  the  part  of  those  who  mav  attend  the  ser- 
vice. A similar  regulation  exists  in  most,  if  not 
in  every  other  well  organized  college  in  the 
U.  States,  with  the  important  difference,  tiiat 
in  these  it  is  compulsory.  Independent  of  its 
being  thought  proper  tiiat  the  students  should 
participate  in  divine  service  some  where  on 
the  Sabbath,  it  was  known  tiiat  the  greater 
nuiuoer,  if  not  all  of  the  houses  of  public  wor- 
ship in  Lexington,  usually  frequented,  were 
o:\idcd  into  pews,  which  were  rented  out  bv 
the  year.

Notwithstanding  the  very  extraordinary 
pressure  ot  the  times,  there  is  reason  t > be- 
lieve that  the  number  of  students  will  be  great- 
er than  during  the  last  year.

“ Dear  Sir — 1 knpw  your  family  takes 
a sufficient  interest  in  our  concerns  to  be 
p. eased  to  hear,  that  we  have  arrived 
here  in  safety,  and  that  nearly  a month’s 
residence  promises  the  pleasing  assur- 
ance of  health,  which  we  have  enjoyed 
most  perfectly  since  we  came  in,  and  all 
in  the  settlement  are  enjoying  the  same 
blessing.  Our  farming  promises  well. 
O .r  ,erd  of  cattle  (now  upwardsoftwo 
hundred,  and  which  will  soon  be  increas- 
ed to  three  or  four  hundred)  bids  fairto 
he  profitable — my  own  and  my  son’s 
haystacks  will  at  least  contain  one  hun- 
dred tons,  gathered  at  less  expense  than 
in  England,  and  which  we  snail  dispose 
of  to  others  and  consume  in  fattening 
cattle  in  the  winter.  The  gardens  which

Last  week 
a spring  of  most  delightful  wcer  w*as 
found  at  26  iect,  aud  the  inconvenience 
■ id  he  obviated  in  a little  time. 

“ It  remains  to  be  seen,  whether  now 
we  have  our  houses  built,  sickness  will 
attend  us  in  the  Autumn.  I hope  ant! 
t ust  it  will  not.  The  country  is  delight- 
ful, and  although  the  thermometer  has 
one  day  risen  to  90  degrees,  yet  the  ave- 
rage has  been  about  82,  in  the  night  75, 
with  almost  uninterrupetd  refreshing 
breezes.  Personal  interest  apart,  it  is 
my  decided  opinion  that  for  health,  pro- 
fit and  pleasure  there  is  no  putt  ol"  Am:- 
tea  superior  to  this.  Labourers  are 
not  scarce,  but  there  is  room  for  more, 
both  male  and  female.  Our  young  wo- 
oen  marry,  and  by  that  means  we  lose 
,ood  female  servants;  but  this  cireuln- 
> lance  would,  I should  think,  be  pleas- 
ing as  well  as  nattering  to  our  country 
women — a good  husband,  and  plentiful 
subsistence  is  before  them.

Mr.  Shore  has  occasionally  called  in 
some  oi  our  respectable  merchants, 
when  large  sums  were  to  be  mailed.  On 
I ihe  night  ol"  the  15th  uit.  Mr.  Lewis 
Mabry,  oT  the  house  of  Starke  and  Ma- 
bry, was  requested  to  attend  ; who,  with 
his  own  hand,  subscribed  tne  package, 
containing  many  letters ; among  them 
one  from  Salisbury,  N.  C.  addressed  tc 
Mr.  James  Patton,  Philadelphia,  sup- 
posed to  contain  money,  and  which  wc 
are  advised  did  contain  the  fi.st  halves 
ol  S2  200.  The  mail  portmanteau  was 
delivered  to  the  driver  in  the  presence 
of  Mr.  Mabiy. 

The  two  other  halves,  we  are  inform- 
ed, Mr.  Patton  received  some  days  sub- 
sequent to  the  16th  ult. 

We  infer  that  this  money  is  in  posses- 
sion of  the  persons  who  have  been  ap- 
prehended in  Richmond,  for  attempting 
to  pass  checks,  Sec.  which  were  trans- 
mitted in  letters  from  Petersburg  and 
Richmond,  on  the  16th  tilt. 

A letter  from  Jefferson  county,  New 
York,  of  the  Sth  inst.  says,  Joseph  Bona- 
parte, Ex-King  of  Spain,  is  now  here. —

BONAPARTE.

South  America. 

The  Bomlj..y  Gazette  has  the  follow- 
ing  paragraph  respecting  America: 

“ VVctliink  it  not  improbable  tl. at  the 
whole  of  North  America  will  ultimately 
be  subject  to  the  dominion  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.  1 hey  hive  already  extend- 
ed their  settlements  almost  across  the 
continent  to  the  western  sea,  and  their 
s.ups  visit  tneir  colonies  in  that  quarter 
by  the  Pacific.  By  the  expulsion  ofthe 
Spaniards  froni  the  Floridas  and  on  the 
astern  coast,  the  spirit  of  independence 
will  gain  ground  among  all  those  who 
were  formerly  a subject  to  their  power 
in  that  neighborhood,  on  the  Spanish 
Main,  the  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
and  the  Isthmus  of  Darien.  It  will  he 
impossible,  if  the  ardor  of  the  patriots 
continues  to  keep  pace  with  their  suc- 
cesses, that  Spain  should  he  able  to 
keep  possession  of  her  ports  on  the  eas- 
tern coast,  or  in  the  Pacific,  namely  Aca- 
puico,  \ alparaiso,  and  Lima,  accessible 
only  by  doubling  Cape  Horn,  if  the  Pa- 
triots interrupt  their  access  by  land.  As- 
sailed thus  by  the  Americans  on  the 
North,  and  the  Patriots  on  the  South* 
but  little  hope  seems  to  remain  for  tl-.e 
duration  of  the  Spanish  power  in  that 
quarter ; and  if  it  has  been  long  a sub- 
ject of  re  ret  to  sec  so  fine  a portion  of 
the  globe  in  the  hands  of  so  indolent  a 
government,  and  the  progress  of  know- 
ledge, mutual  intercourse,  and  the  Lest 
interest  of  humknity  retarded  by  the  gal- 
ling letters  of  tyranny,  bigotry  and  sloth, 
it  will  be  a triumph  not  only  for  liberty, 
but  for  philosophy  also,  to  hail  the  eman- 
cipation ol  tne  millions  that  have  so  ong 
bent  their  necks  in  darkness  to  this  hea- 
vy yoke.”  Such  is  the  language  of 
philantrophy  among  enlightened  Eng- 
lishmen, which  they  contemplate  the 
best  hopes  ol  the  human  race. — S.  Reg. 


FROM  TEXAS. 

On  the  19th  inst.  the  detachment  un- 
der the  command  of  Gen.  Long,  met  a 
panish  woman  4 J miles  westof  Nacog- 
doches, by  the  name  of  Maria  Ei  Garina 
Premium.  She  was  found  in  a stale  of 
starvation,  and  compartively  naked.— 
Site  states  that  she  left  Labadie  a few 
weeks  ago  in  company  with  two  men, 
both  ooluicts  in  the  Service  c/f  the  king 
oi  Spain,  and  not  knowing  the  road, 
hey  tv  .uuered  about  i i the  woods  for 
many  days  in  search  of  provision,  but 
without  finding  any.  One  of  the  men 
turned  off  by  himself  to  look  for  water, 
but  he  never  returned  to  them,  and  they 
suppose  lie  must  have  died.  The  other 
nan  and  this  woman  journeyed  on  but  a 
short  distance  when  lie  died  for  want  of 
provisions,  and  s ae  began  to  expect  the 
s ine  fate  ; however,  she  finally  fell  into 
the  main  road  leading  om  Labadie  to 
tnis  place,  and  subsisted  o i a pole-cat, 
and  such  things  as  she  could  find  in  the 
woods,  until  she  met  with  Gen.  Long’s 
detachment,  from  whence  she  has  been 
sent  to  this  place.  She  aiso  adds,  t at 
w.u  n she  left  Labadie,  that  that  place 
a .s  in  a very  unpleasant  situation — that 
he  garrison  being  in  a state  of  total  de- 
tection, having  in  it  not  more  than  twen- 
ty soldiers  at  the  lime  of  her  leaving  the 
place,  the  most  of  whom  watched  only 
lor  an  opportunity  to  run  away  ; that 
they  are  not  well  supplied  with  provi- 
sion ; that  the  Camanche  Indians,  their 
eternal  enemies,  harrass  them  and  keep 
(hem  continually  annoyed  on  every  side, 
so  that  they  cannot  go  more  than  one 
mile  in  safety  from  the  place.  The 
1 he  commandant  of  St.  Antonio  cannot 
assist  them. — Texas  Republican.

G.  Ly- 
ford,  keeper  of  the  Steam  Boat  Hotel 
Reading  Room,  for  the  following  ex- 
tract of  a letter  from  bis  attentive  and 
intelligent  correspondent  at  Bermuda, 
and  also  for  tne  subsequent  selections 
from  W*st  India  papers  of  late  dates, 
received  by  him  per  the  same  vessel. 

“ BERMUDA,  AUG.  30. 

“ I have  just  received  a letter  from*a 
respectable  merchant  in  Trinidad,  in- 
forming me  that  Barcelona,  on  the  Span- 
ish Maine,  has  been  captured  by  Col. 
I.iglis,  (or  English)  with  about  1000 
British  troops,  and  Col.  Usher,  with 
400  Germans  and  400  Creole  troops  - 
nd  that  a fleet  under  Brion  had  cap- 
tured about  20  vessels  of  different  des- 
criptions, belonging  to  the  royalists, 
some  of  which  were  armed.  The 
Nymphe.  the  largest  vessel,  escaped  by 
last  sailing,  and  got  into  Cum  ana,  which 
nlace  is  beseiged  by  the  Independent 
squadron  and  the  army  which  took  Bar- 
celona. All  the  women  belonging  to 
the  Independent  army  were  in  a trans- 
port which  fell  into  the  possession  ofthe 
royalists.  Barcelona  and  Cumana  are 
the  only  towns  of  much  importance,  in 
point  of  size  and  population,  between 
Angostura  and  Caraccas.  Angostura 
is  the  head  quarters  of  the  Independents, 
and  Caraccas  that  of  Morillo,  the  Roy- 
alist chief.  The  taking  of  Caraccas  is 
the  great  objects  to  which  the  Indepen- 
dents aspire  ; and  to  that  end  it  is  neces- 
sary for  Barcelona  and  Cumana  to  be  se- 
nred  by  garrisons  of  their  ow  n forces 
first,  that  they  need  not  have  an  enemy 
in  their  rear  as  well  as  in  their  front.”

THE  LEGISLATURE. 

The  proverbial  obstinacy  of  the  act- 
ing governing,  it  appears  by  the  last  Ar- 
gus, has  so  lar  yielded,  as  to  consent  to 
convene  the  legislature  at  an  earlier  pe- 
riod than  usual,  if  a majority  of  the  mem- 
bers elect  will  signify  their  wish  for 
such  a step.  We  hope  the  members 
will,  with  avidity,  avail  themselves  of 
this  kind  concession  of  his  excellency , 
and  thus  contribute  to  consummate  the 
views  of  those  who  have  successfully 
suggested  the  course  to  him.  It  is,  per- 
haps, the  last  good  intention  that  will  c- 
ver  flow  from  the  mind  of  the  acting  go- 
vernor towards  his  country,  and  ’twere 
pity,  in  a ten  fold  degree,  it  should  be 
lost.  We  devoutly  hope  the  legisla- 
ture will  he  assembled;  because  much 
*s  to  be  expected  from  them  in  alleviat- 
ing the  distresses  of  the  state.  There 
are  many  who  differ  with  us  on  this  sub- 
ject ; but  engage  them  in  argument, 
they  adopt  the  convenient  Socratic  mode 
of  reasoning,  and  never  advance  any  i- 
dea  or  fact,  except  evidence  of  the  case 
with  which  dee/ 1 and  profound  political 
wisdom  can  be  affected.  All  the  caus' 
es  of  pressure,  they  flippantly  say,  are 
to  be  traced  to  Europe.  No  blame  what- 
ever can  be  attached  to  the  American 
community.  Our  country  is  incapable 
of  bringing  misery  upon  itself.  Well, 
we  heartily  w ish  these  were  the  facts. — 
But  we  must  beg  pardon  of  our  readme, 
for  not  being  able  to  view  the  reasons  of 
our  present  miserable,  condition,  on  so 
extensive  a scale,  as  entirely  to  exclude 
America  from  participation  in  fault. 

W e are  inclined  to  believe  much  miglrt 
be  done  at  home.  Our  political  econo- 
my can  be  greatly  aided  by  legislative 
means.  The  people  can  be  protected 
from  the  griping  oppression  of  the  rich 
and  callous  nabob,  who  is  constantly 
seeking  to  know  where  he  can  perfect 
the  most  agonizing  ruin.  There  are 
men  of  this  description — and  in  Kcntuc 
ky  too— -who  have  filled  their  coffers  by 
the  most  unwarrantable  speculations  : — 
and  each  additional  hundred  dollars  ac- 
quired and  hoarded  up,  have  operated,  ir 
a certain  degree,  to  deaden tlwwic sensibi- 
lities, kindnesses  and  charities  of  human 
nature,  which  tne  supreme  ruler  of  th> 
universe  originally  implanted  in  their 
bosoms.  Individuals  apart,  the  wretch 
cd  state  of  our  banking  system — bottom-1 
eel,  as  it  is,  upon  the  ignoble  design  of 
practising  fraud  and  corruption,  requires 
some  interposing  hand.  The  national 
councils  should  be  foremost  to  correc 
great  evils.  But  if  they  are  timid  and 
backward,  the  people  and  the  states 
must  interfere  and  become  their  own 
physicians.  Protection  can  be  given  to 
the  citizens  of  each  state  by  the  enact- 
ment of  proper  laws,  with  proper  reme- 
dies and  restrictions.  A course  of  this 
kind  would  encourage  a retrenchment 
of  expenses — would  open  our  eyes  to 
the  extravagant  indulgence  in  foreign 
luxuries,  which  has  hitherto  marked  our 
character — and  would  inspire  us  with  a 
pride  for  the  products  of  our  own  manu- 
factories. 

Besides  these  considerations,  there  is 
nothing  to  be  lost  by  a convention  of  the 
legislative  in  November.  It  is  a plea- 
sant season — and  by  commencing  the 
session  thus  early,  the  recess  at  Christ- 
mas, which  nearly  always  takes  place, 
would  be  suspended. 

KENTUCKY  AND  TENNESSEE 
LINE. 

The  legislature  of  Tennessee  is  now 
in  session  at  Murfreesboro;  and,  as  many 
liacL.anticipated,  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween this  state  and  that,  was  among  the 
first  subjects  introduced  into  that  body  ; 
&.  appears,  as  it  often  before  has  done,  to 
excite  considerable  warmth  among  the 
roejrtberz.  A Mr  Jetton  commenced 
the  business,  by  introducing  the  follow 
ing  motion : 

“ Resolved,  that  the  governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  requested  to  lay  before  this 
house, any  communications  he  may  havt 
received  from  the  Governor  of  Kentqc- 
lty,  respecting  the  boundary  of  the  two 
states,  siuce  the  last  session  of  the  legis- 
lature.” 

Which  was  very  tamely  opposed— 
when 

Mr.  Grundy  rose,  and  continued— 

“ I hat  all  the  information  which  could  be 
“ gathered  on  this  subject,  ought  to  bi 
“ put  into  their  possession  w ith  as  litil 
“delay  as  possible  Correct  informa 
“ lion,  (said  be)  as  to  the  limits  of  the 
“ state’  was  indispensable  to  the  forma 
■“  tion  of  the  country  acquired,  into  clis- 
“ u icts-  T1'e  state  of  Kentucky,  lie  w 
“induced  to  believe,  was  acting,  at  this 
“ t n e,  in  running  tne  line  between  the 
“ states.  If  the  country  in  cispetc  was 
“ fairly  and  honestly  ours,  he  was  deci- 


“ dedly  of  opinion  we  ought  to  f-aintain 
“ our  title  to  it— for  which  purpose,  pos- 
“ session  was  necessary.  If  future  inves- 
ts tigation  shewed  that  the  claims  t J this 
“ state  were  well  founded,  he  apprehend- 
“ cd,  the  regaining  possession  cf  the  dis- 
ci puled  territory,  if  parted  with,  would 
“be  attended  with  much  more  d Jficulty 
“ than  was  generally  expected." 

Mr.  Grundy  was  followed  by  Mr. 
Mitchell,  who,  with  more  temper,  ob- 
served, that  he  “ hoped  the  house  would 
“ act  on  so  important  a subject,  as  the 
“ dispute  between  this  slate  and  Ken- 
“ tucky,  with  the  most  di  passional 
“ coolness  ; that  their  deliberations  would 
“ be  as  calm  as  the  high  merits  'f  thi 
“ question  required.  He  apprehended 
“ that  a great  deal  too  much  warmth  had 
“ already  been  elicited.  He  well  remt  m- 
“ bered  that • during  a former  session, 
“he  had  witnessed,  and  was  sorry  to  ob- 
“ serve  it,  that  members  of  the  best  in- 
i'formation  the  state  afforded — men  who1 
on  all  other  occasions,  he  had  noticed 
‘‘os  being  tool  and  deliberate , had  on 
‘‘  this  subject  evinced  a degree  of  anima- 
‘‘  lion,  which  to  him  had  proved  alarm- 
‘‘  rig  J.  ga  tendency  to  endanger 
“ the  peace  of  th  two  states.’’ 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  a Mr.  Miller, 
tint  the  governor  had  already  promised 
to  make  some  communication  on  this 
subject,  the  mover,  with  apparent  reluc- 
tance, suffered  his  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  for  the  present,  and  so  it  rested  at 
the  date  of  our  last  advices  from  Tennes- 
see. 

From  all  that  can  be  gathered,  from 
ihc  past  conduct  and  present  temper  of 
the  legislature  of  Tennessee,  it  appears 
that  she  intends  to  obtain  from  Kentuc- 
ky, all  the  territory  which  she  can  ; — and 
as  our  state  is  immensely  interested  in 
the  risult  of  the  contest  which  exists 
with  Tennessee,  we  propese,  fer  the  in- 
formation of  the  public,  to  take  hereaf- 
ter, a brief  view  of  the  origin,  rise,  and 
present  state  of  the  controvcisy. 

ARKANSAS. 

We  received  this  week,  from  the  new 
territory  of  Arkansas,  an  account  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  citizens  of  the  tow  n 
and  neighborhood,  held  on  the  Fourth  of 
July  last,  together  with  the  toasts  drank 
on  the  occasion.  It  is  so  late  now,  that 
their  publication  would  scarcely  be 
gratifying.  Their  preparations  were 
very  considerable,  expecting  to  meet,  on 
that  day,  the  executive  and  judicial  offi- 
cers of  the  new  government.  Among 
the  rest  of  t'  e toasts,  w e fuel  happy  in 
seeing  our  Cuiv,  our  Johnson,  and  the 
South  American  patriots,  noticed. 

MISSOURI  EXPEDITION. 

We  copy  from  a Philadelphia  paper 
:nto  the  Gazette  of  to-day,  some  very 
judicious  remarks  concerning  the  Yel- 
low Stone  expedition.  Many  of  the 
eastern  prints  notice  this  splendid  un- 
detaking in  a style  and  manner  which 
its  importance  requires.  To  these  who 
only  take  a superficial  glance  at  the  sub- 
ject, it  seems  extiaordinary  expense 
bestowed  by  government  without  any 
defined  object.  We  think,  however,  [ 
it  may  be  safely  affirmed,  that  there  arc  ' 
but  few  great  movements  of  govern- 
nnnt,  which  will  turn  out  of  mrcc  im- 
portance to  the  nation.  The  protection 
of  our  great  western  waters  from  the 
invasion  of  British  trading  companies — 
nd  British  traders — and  the  establish- 
ment of  an  immense  line  of  fortifica- 
lions,  which  it  is  presumed  w ill  be  done, 
reaching  from  the  Missouri  to  some 
point  on  the  upper  Mississippi,  by 
which  the  extensive  country,  yet  to  be 
settled  west  of. the  latter  river,  w ill  be 
secured  front  the  cruelties  ofsava  rc  in- 

’ i 

cursion,  arc  objects  worthy  of  the 
••  youthful,”  but  emphatically  “ matur- 
ed” secretary  of  war  : — and  we  great- 
.y  rejoice  that  Kentucky  has  it  in  her 
power  to  boast  of  some  of  the  promi- 
nent agents  who  arc  carrying  the  views 
of  the  government  into  execution. 

We  believe  that  most  of  the  outcries 
against  the  Yellow  Stone  expedition, 
which  are  occasionally  found  in  some  of 
he  western  tewspapers,  and  sometimes 
• o be  heard  in  street  conversations,  are 
predicated  upon  political  anijnusity  to 
our  patriotic  Johnsons,  and  a deep 
rooted  envy  of  their  high  standing  with 
the  American  government.  If  such  be 
he  motives,  we  can  only  express  our 
regret  at  the  frailty  of  human  nature.  It 
ould  not  have  been  expected  by  the 
ost  of  western  soldiers  who  w itnessed, 
on  the  5th  of  October,  1813,  the  valor- 
ous achievements  of  tv.  o heroes  of  the 
Thames,  that  in  1319,  any  number  of 
individuals  would  be  found  in  the  very 
same  country  which  they  shed  their  blood, 
to  protect,  ready  to  do  them  all  the  pecu- 
niary, moral  and  political  harm,  which 

dander  can  inflict,  or  prejudice  im- 

nosc. 

Extract  of  a letter  from  a gentleman  in 
a neighboring  town,  'a  Richd.  llarhr. 

“ Mv  attention  has  been  attracted  to 
late  article  in  the  papers,  in  which  the 


progress  ot  the  steam  boat"  Johnson  L 
noticed;  and  1 perceive  she  wa3  olf 
Franklin,  Missouri,  on  the  6th  tilt. 

“ This  magnificent  undertaking  of  the 
government  is  rendered  doubly  so  by 
the  adoption  of  steam  boat  navigation. 
Perhaps  if  this  description  of  convey- 
ance is  better  suited  to  any  one  section 
of  the  world  than  another,  it  is  to  the 
vast,  and,  I had  like  to  have  said,  inter- 
minable water-courses  cf  the  western  di- 
vision cf  our  country,  “The  current’s 
thwarting  course”  ceases  to  he  any  bar- 
rii  r to  the  progress  of  this  description 
of  vessels  ; and  ’lis  there  the  currents: 
flow  ; and  ’tis  there  human  labor,  and 
sweat  and  toil,  must  have  been  expended 
forages,  had  not  this  unrivalled  design 
been  perfected,  and  by  the  movements 
of  its  own  interior,  suspended- all  this 
toil,  and  bid  the  laboring  boatman  look 
on  and  admire  this  victoi  y over  the  force 
of  current,  and  his  own  freedom  from  the 
labor's  of  conquering  it. 

“ The  certainty,  as  well  as  celerity  of 
steam  boat  navigation;  the  cheaper 
raics  of  transportation  which  it  insures; 
tne  satisfaction  and  comfort  cf  passen 
gers,  all  unite  to  make  it  an  object  which 
must  continue:  to  rise  in  importance,  ii. 
the  estimation  of  the  people  of  these 
vast  regh  ns,  and  all  having  ii.tcrcoursc- 
w ith  them. 

“ So  far  as  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  is  concerned,  in  its  intercourse 
with  that  portion  of  its  territory,  (and  it 
is  deeply  concerned)  steam  boats  musi 
continue  to  command  its  attention.  For 
all  the  purposes  of  transportation,  wheth- 
er of  army  or  ol'Indian  supplies, or  mu- 
nitions of  war,  this  mode  is  the  best.  It 
is  the  best,  whether  the  progress  of  the 
expedition,  the  economy  in  the  expense, 
ov  the  certainty  of  the  period  or  periods! 
of  arrival  at  the  points  of  destination,  be 
consulted.  But  these,  however  lmpcr- 
ant  in  their  place,  are,  in  this  stage  of 
he  experiment,  far  Outweighed  in"  a na- 
tional point  of  view  (and  this  ought  ne- 
ver to  be  lost  sight  of. J This  view  em- 
braces the  encouragement  of  one  of  the 
grandest  and  most  useful  inventions  ol 
man,  which,  whilst  it  delights  the  admi- 
ration of  our  countrymen,  and  contri- 
butes to  the  advantage  and  comfort  of 
tt  e travelling  parts  of  them,  attracts  at| 
tin  same  lime,  and  rivets  the  attention  oft 
the  old  world  to  this  wonderful  conti  i-j 
vance  ; and  sets  monarcl.s  at  work  tol 
imitate  the  i fforis  and  developments  of  a] 
Republican  genius. 

“ Who  does  not  wish  success  to  the 
whole  scheme  i Who  docs  not  think  of! 
the  Herculean  undertakings  of  the  John- 
sons with  admiration  ? Who  does  not. 
wish  success  to  these  men,  not  on  ac-' 
count  of  their  enterprize,  only,  but  of, 
their  valor,  their  patriotism?  Not  a 
wordy  valor ; not  a boisterous  patriot- 
ism, but  practical  and  pure;  such,  I 
mean,  as  enveloped  them  in  victory,  and 
has  given  renown  to  American  inti  epidi-i 
tv  throughout  the  world;  and  which; 
can  never  be  forgotten  till  time  shall 
moulder  history  down  to  the  ifust,  and 
bury  the  noblest  deeds  * f man  in  one 
common  ruin,  with  the  final  overthrow 
i f the  world.  But  I must  come  out  of 
Moravian  town,  and  from  the  banks  of 
our  Thames. 

“ When  this  expedition  was  fitting,  1 
now  and  then  heard  of  “ detention  of 
“apprehension,”  from  their  occasional 
recurrence,  that  the  expedition  must 
be  abandoned.  I thought  I saw  in  some 
a half-vv  iiiingness  to  abandon  the  steam-,, 
boat  part  of  the  design,  and  adopt  th‘ 
“Id  song  of  “ row  brothers,  r w-”  But 
I put  them  all  down  to  the  ardor  of  the 
American  character.  1 applauded  the 
spirit,  which,  in  such  a work,  became 
impatient  ol  delay.  But  I knew  that 
Atkinson,  and  Jessup,  and  Johnson,1 
were  there.  And  I doubted  not  but  the 
two  first,  who  are  no  less  distinguished 
for  their  intelligence  than  their  bravery, 
would  see  tiie  vastness' of  the  underta- 
king which  rested  on  the  shoulders  of  the1 
third,  that  suitable  allowance  would  be 
made  lor  aay  accidental  mishaps,  to) 
which  such  extended  and  diversified  o-| 
perations  were  liable, and  which  no  mind 
hut  an  Omniscient  one  could  foresee; 
ai  d no  power,  but  Omnipotent  power, 
cenld  immediately  control. 

I o niy  great  gratification,  the  whole,! 
at  last,  moved  off.  But  what  if  they 
could  only  have  made  ready  this  year,- 
it  would  only  have  been  like  acting  tin-! 
der  orders  lor  the  next.  As  to  the  loss-, 
es  or  evil  consequences  of  such  a delay,! 
they  would  have  been  trivial,  compared, 
with  the  abandonment  of  t lie  steam  boat 
part  of  tiic  great  design.  The  year, 
however,  is  not  lost ; nor  the  steamboat, 
pai-t  of  the  scheme  abandoned  ; but  the 
Johnson  Br.s  passed  Franklin  in  all  the 
grandeur  of  her  mysterious  movements;! 
lull  ol  health  and  spirits,  pointing,  as 
she  goes,  the  attention  of  the  thousands 
who  witness  her  wonderful  progress,  to' 
the  government  of  a country,  of  which 
too  inr.ny  of  the  hapless  beings  who  be-! 
hold  her,  know  too  little,  but  who  arc' 


member  of  the  rnetliodist  church,  and! 
at  the  same  time  hold  negroes  in  slavery,) 
as  it  was  contrary  to  the  discipline  of  the 
church;  at  which  he  was  offended.  Se- 
veral slaveltpldeis  came  near  to  defend! 
their  cause,  Who  said  that  God  made  ne-j 
grots  for  slaves,  and  white  men  for  mas- 
tics, or  he  would  not  suffer  it  to  be  so.; 
lly  this  tin  e the  preachers  and  hearers] 
were  ail  collected  round,  to  hear  what 
was  said.  No  one  said  anything  on  the 
part  of  freedom  1 lit  myself.  Several 
spoke  in  favor  of  slavery.  A great  fel- 
low came  up  to  us,  and  swore  lie  would 
kill  me — that  lie  hart  killed  two,  and 
would  kill  tjic  Slso.  One  of  the  preach- 
ers counted  the  number  of  oaths  he  took. 
The  preachers  came  up  to  me,  and  re- 
quested me  to  he  silent.  I gave  them 
assurances  that  I would.  Some  swore 
they  would  not  suffer  a man  to  stay  in 
the  country,  that  said  so  much  against 
slavery;  the  principal  part  of  which 
was,  that  I wished  tiie  restriction  cf  con- 
gress might  take  place. 


On  the  17 Ui  of  July,  about  12  o’clock 
at  night,  a man  called  at  my  door  for  en- 
tertainment. I got  out  ot  my  bed  and 
went  to  the  door.  He  asked  md  tm 
name,  which  I told  him.  I then  discot  - 
ered  that  he  had  his  face  partly  masked 
He  instantly  caught  hold  of  my  right 
hand,  and  hauled  me  past  the  corner  of1 
trie  house.  At  this  instant,  three  or  four 
men  rushed  from  behind  the  corner 
with  clubs,  and  heat  me  on  the  head,  and 
1 tell  to  the  ground.  It  was  some  time 
before  I recovered  my  recollection, 
when  I found  them  hauling  me  towards 
the  fence.  I caught  hold  of  the  fence, 
and  hung  to  it  with  all  my  strength.  All 
this  time,  some  w ere  beating  nic,  and 
s me  emlearcred  to  pull  ine  over  the 
nee.  My  wife  came  to  my  assistance, 
.nd  tnrew  a sw  ingling-beard  at  the  man 
vho  had  me  by  the  hand,  and  broke  bis 
• told.  My  wifi*  was  struck  across  the 
■ ye  wjth  a club.  We  broke  through 
ic  rioters,  gig  into  the  house,  and  bolt- 
d the  door.  A short  time  alter,  a great 
shout  was  heard  in  the  woods,  thirty  or 
forty  rods  from  the  house.  1 then  lied 
into  the  cornfield,  and  staid  until  all  was 
piiet.  Upon  returning  to  my  bed,  I ; 
could  not  sleep,  in  consequence  of  the! 
wounds  I had  received.  Tiie  next  day, 
many  ol  my  neighbors  came  to  see  me, 
,.nd  said  they  were  astonished  at  such 
■(induct.  Some  of  my  friends  warned 
me  of  another  party  that  intended  to 
make  me  a visit  upon  the  same  business 
k few  days  after  this  riot,  a camp-meet- 
ing was  held  about  four  miles  from  my 
place  of  residence.  1 neglected  attend-] 
ing  it,  fearing  some  accident  might  take- 
place.  I was  informed  by  a friend,  that ' 
one  of  the  slaveholders  declared  to  him, 
that  there  were  twenty  at  the  meeting 
who  would  have  beaten  me,  had  I attend- 
ed it.

LATEST  FROM  ENGLAND. 

IMPORTANT. 

Nesv-York,  Sept.  20. 

Capl.  Webb,  of  the  Schr.  Athens,  ar- 
rived last  night  in  the  very  short  pas- 
sage of  28  days  from  Cork,  has  oblig- 
ingly favored  the  Editors  of  the  New- 
York  Gazette  with  Cork  papers  to  the 
22d  of  August. 

RIOTS  AT  MANCHESTER. 

On  Monday  the  16th  of  August,  the 
Reform  meeting  was  held  at  Manches- 
ter. There  were  not  less,  at  this  Meet- 
ing than  100,000  people,  collected  from 
. all  the  villages  round  for  20  miles. — 
Orator  Hunt  was  the  leader.  The  ap- 
proach of  the  different  bodies  of  the  de- 
luded populace,  of  which  it  was  consti- 
tuted, was  made  with  all  manner  of 
outward  display,  in  order  to  impose  for- 
bearance on  the  civil  authorities.  Ban- 
nC'S  and  hands  of  music  added  their  ef- 
fec  to  the  march  of  the  different  divis- 
ions ofthe  reform  is,  which  was  conduc- 
ted with  something  like  military  pre- 
cision. Among  the  former  were  seve- 
ral healing  the  following  inscriptions  and 
devices. — 1 Let  us  die  like  men,  and  not 
be  sold  as  slaves!’ — ‘No  corn  laws’ — 
Annual  parliaments,  and  universal  suf- 
frage’— ‘ Major  Cartwright’s  bill’ — The 
rose,  supported  on  each  side  by  the 
shamrock  and  thistle,  with  two  hands  un- 
tied, and  the  word  union  among  them. 
Three  different  flags,  bearing  the  cap 
of  liberty  on  the  flag  staff.  ‘ Equal  rep- 
resentation or  death  ! — Taxation  ‘with 
false  representation  is  unjust  and  tyrani- 
cal.’ 

- Women,  in  considerable  numbers, 
were  united  in  these  processions,  and  ad- 
vanced with  them  to  the  general  place 
of  meeting  in  Peter’s  Square.  When 
C<tcry  thing  of  preliminary  arrangement 
had  concluded,  Hunt,  wi'h  his  immedi- 
ate party,  mounted  a platform  prepared 
for  their  reception,  from  whence  he 
proceeded  to  address  the  multitude. — 
His  harangue  was  suffered  to  go  on  for 
one  hour  after  the  riot  act  had  been 
read  in  due  form,  and  then  he  was  in- 
terrupted by  a body  of  cavalry,  acting 
trader  the  orders  of  the  civil  magistrates. 
They  made  a full  charge  in  full  gallcp, 
amongst  the  crowd,  to  the  platform  on 
which  he  was  placed,  cut  it  down  with 
their  sword  ,,  and  took  Hurt  and  all  on 
the  stage  prisoners.  They  tlu-n  made  a 
second  charge  to  disperse  the  people,  in 
which  hundreds  were  thrown  down  and 
rode  otcr.  Five  1<  st  their  lives,  and  a- 
bout  one  hu..  ired  were  severely  woun- 
ded. All  cm  tinned  confusion  till  even- 
ing, when  the  mob  broke  some  windows 
in  the  New-Gross.  The  83-th  foot  then 
fired  on  them  uni  killed  four  men;  they 
Were  then  assailed  by  the  mob  with 
stones  and  brickbats,  and  one  dragoon 
was  knocked  down  from  his  horse  sense- 
less by  a blow,  and  ms  since  died.  On 
the  1 7 tli  all  was  alarm,  and  the  streets 
crowded  with  iniib.ii.  Orders  were  is- 
sued for  all  the  simps  to  be  closed,  and 
it  was  reported  that  some  thousands 
were  coming  to  Manchester  with  pikes 
ami  arms.  Cannon  was  placed  in  the 
streets,  but  the  mob  seemed  desperate 
ami  determined  to  h -,ve  revenge.  [Our 
accounts  arc  no  later  than  the  17th.'' 
Hunt,  Johnson,  Knight,  Morchous.  ■, Sax- 
ton, and  the  other  leaders  of  the  Re- 
formers, were  imprisoned  in  separate 
cells.

Second  Eililiou. — I.r  st  night  we  were 
favored  by  capt.  Frost,  of  the  ship  Suf- 
folk, with  Liverpool  papers  to  the  16th, 
and  London  to  the  12th  ult. 

Important  Occurrence. — The  meet- 
ing of  the  Reformers,  at  Manchester, 
had  been  dispersed  by  several  regim  nls 
and  corps  of  cavalry  ; and  between  for- 
ty and  filiy  men,  women  and  children, 
wounded  ; and  three  men  killed.  The 
meeting  it  was  estimated,  consisted  of 
70,000;  ami  was  headed  by  Mr.  Hunt, 
who  was  taken  into  custody.  All  the 
flags,  caps  of  liberty,  &c.  were  taken, 
destroyed,  or  carried  off  in  triumph  by 
the’cavalry.  Two  of  tiic  cavalry  were 
wounded.  The  women  who  carried 
banners,  it  is  said,  fought  most  coura- 
geously to  defend  them,  and  one  was  cut 
down  with  the  banner  in  her  hand.  Some 
accounts  say  the  riot  act  was  not  read 
before  the  cavalry  made  their  charges. 
Among  the  Sags,  was  a black  one  bear- 
ing ‘Univers.  1 Representation  or  Death.’ 
The  meeting  is  described  in  the  Liv- 
erpool papers  as  very  orderly, and  Hunt 
had  only  addressed  them,  when  they 
•were  dispersed.  The  wounded  carried 
from  the  field'  filled  six  coaches,  three 
carts,  an  1 three  litters ; five  women, 
dreadfully  wounded,  were  among  them. 
The  meeting  was  held  the  16th  Aug. 
Bills  of  indictment  have  been  found  a- 
gainst  Major  Cartwright,  Mr.  VVooler, 
Editor  of  the  Black  Dwarf,  and  others, 
concerned  in  the  election  of  Sir  Charles 
YVolseley,  as  an  extra  member  of  Par- 
liament. 

From  the  JVeto  York  Gazette. 

By  the  quick  ship  Robert  Fulton, 
capt.  Holdridge,  who  sailed  from  Li- 
verpool on  the  12th  ult.  the  editors  of 
the  Gazette  have  received  the  London 
Courier  of  the  evening  of  the  9th,  two 
days  later  than  by  the  arrivals  at  Boston. 

By  the  Courier  it  appears,  that  the 
disaffected  in  the  disturbed  districts  had 
been  checked,  but  not  subdued.  Bold 
attempts  were  still  made  to/ho!d  meet- 
ings, but  it  was  hoped  that  perseverance 
in  that  part  of  the  government  would  ac- 
complish tranquility. 

The  king  of  England,  by  the  last 
monthly  report,  had  enjoyed  a good 
state  of  health,  but  his  disorder  still  re- 
mained unchanged. 

German  papers  state,  that  the  duke  of 


Parma,  (Cambaceres)  set  off  from  Brus- 
sels for  Paris,  on  the  3d  ult.  and  that  .Ma- 
rat had  permission  to  return  to  France. 

The  Frince  Regent  embarked  on 
board  the  yatch  at  Margate  on  the  8th 
ult.  on  a water  excursion,  cither  for  the 
•Scottish  coast  on  a visit  to  the  Earl  of 
h ife  ; or  to  Portsmouth,  where  the  Per- 
sian embassador  was  to  have  been  put 
on  board — the  Isle  of  Wight,  Plymouth, 
See. 

Corn  Exchange,  Jug.  9, — The  sup- 
ply of  wheat  was  small  this  morning,  and 
the  prices  better  than  Monday  las 
Barley  went  off  more  freely  in  conse- 
quence of  the  unfavorable  report  of  the 
quality  of  the  new  crop. 

Liverpool,  Aug.  1 1. 
Our  cotton  market  is  very  steady, and 
there  is  no  appearance  of  any  decline, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  hut  1 5d.  will  soon 
be  realized  for  real  good  cotton,  per- 
haps more;  but  we  should  caution  you 
against  being  too  sanguine.  The  India 
cotton  is  a rod  over  heads,  and  we  must 
act  with  judgment.  The  sales  of  the 
last  week  were  13,000  bags  of-ail  sorts, 
and  thus  far  in  the  present  week  (Wed- 
nesday) there  is  little  doing  in  any  thing 
else.  Ashes  are  freely  offered  at  our 
quotations.  Tobacco  has  improved  a 
little,  and  we  hope  it  may  further  im- 
prove. There  is  no  prospect  of  the 
ports  opening  for  wheat  and  flour  this 
year. 

FROM  ST.  HELENA. 

Extract  cf  a later,  dated  St.  Helena, 
May  20. 

The  governor  has  been  very  busy  late- 
ly at  Lougwood,  Superintending  the  pla 
cing  of  the  iron  palisadoes  which  he  has 
brought  up  to  surround  the  new  house 
building  for  Bonaparte.  About  500 
men  of  the  regiment  are  employed  dai 
ly,  at  a shilling  per  day  each,  in  carry- 
ing stones  and  other  materials  for  com- 
pleting it.  The  duty  is  very  severe,  as 
the  men  who  are  relieved  from  guard 
in  the  morning  arc  obliged  to  go  on 
working  parties  immediately  on  theii 
return  to  Longwood ; and  those  who 
mount  guard  in  the  evening  ore  obliged 
to  work  until  4 o’clock.  It  is  thought 
that  it  will  be  finished  in  eight  or  nine 
months.  So  little  is  known  of  Bona- 
parte, that  the  authorities  here  have  no 
other  vnode  of  ascertaining' either  his  ac- 
tual presence  or  state  of  health,  than  by 
the  reports  of  some  person  who  obtains 
a casual  glimpse  of  him  at  his  window, 
cr  sitting  on  the  steps  of  the  billiard 
J room.  Whenever  any  person  sees  him, 

| even  through  a telescope,  lie  is  obliged 
j to  report  the  circumstance,  and  is  gene- 
rally made  to  say  that  he  looked  very 
well,  and  appeared  in  perfect  health.

From  ourhtc  European  papers  (says 
the  Boston  Ccntinel)  vve  gather  the  fol- 
lowing facts  respecting  this  diplomatist. 

• l _•  passed  from  the  United  mates  to  Eng- 
hmd,  and  from  thence  to  Paris,  where  he 
heard  of  the  removal  of  pie  Spanish 
prime  minister,  the  Marquis  de  Casa 
Yrujo,  and  immediately  posted  for  Mad- 
rid. When  he  had  reached  Valladolid, 
more  than  halfway  from  the  frontier  to 
the  capital — he  received  a royal  man- 
date to  stop,  and  not  approach  Higher  to 
Madrid.  Afterwards  he  was  ^rresicd, 
and  conducted  to  a convent  near  A villa, 
not  far  from  Madrid,  where  a court  of 
enquiry  was  ordered  to  convene  to  inves 
tigate  certain  charges  made  against  him 
and  the  above  named  piarquis,  who  had 
been  ordered  to  the  same  place  of  con- 
finement. The  general  newspaper  o- 
pinion  in  Spain  was,  that  the  charges  al- 
luded to  the  grants  of  lands  in  the  Fori- 1 
das,  made  during  the  negotiation  of  the  j 
late  treaty  for  their  cession  to  the  Uni- 
ted State  s,  in  which  instrument  there  is 
a clause  limiting  their  extent.
